Louis (Mo.,) Nov. 25.—A tele- 
gram from Sherman, Tex., says a 
blinding snowstorm raged there since 
9:30 o'clock this morning, and is in- 
creasing in force.

Conflicting Testimony Given at the 
Coroner’s Inquest.

BERING SEA CLAIMS. | 


THE CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN 
PAUNCEFOTE AND SALISBURY. 


The British Ambassador Shown to 
Have Been Writing Up Poli- 
ticians” — Senator Morgan De- 
Slared to Have the Wrong Iden 

t Things. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The Brit- 
ish Embassy today received from the 
Foreign Office the full correspondence 
respecting claims for compensation on 
account of British-vessels seized in 


Hfief cable extracts from the report 
nave appeared, but the full oorrespond- 
ence is full of interest, as it brings out 
the spirit with which Sir Julian 
‘Pauntefote, the British ambassador, 
answered the criticisms of Senator 
Morgan. In informing Lord Kimberly 
that the House of Representatives had 
defeated the measure for the payment 
of the claim, Sir Julian wrote: 

“Strong party feeling would seem 
alone to count for the rejection of so 
just and desirable an arrangement, and, 
as Your Lordship will have noticed, the 
inclosures in my dispatch have been 
made in Congress which are entirely 
misleading, both as to the law and the 
facts of the case. It is urged that the 
present claims are principally made out 
of ‘indirect damages because they in- 
clude in some cases the loss of profits 
of fishery seal only by sealing vessels 
warned out of Bering Sea.’ 

“Again, it is pretended that a great 
majority of the sealing vessels on be- 
half of which the claims were made 
were the property of United States cit- 
izens, whereas there is no evidence 
whatever of any change of ownership 
in those vessels, which all carried the 
British flag and a British register. One 
speaker represented the total amount of 
the claims to be only $542,000, whereas 
it was over $700,000. Another concluded 
from the fact that the offer of the lump 
sum and its acceptance appeared in 
notes of the same date that the offer 
was made without previous investiga- 
tion, and was instantly ‘snapped at’ by 
Her Majesty’s government, whereas the 
compromise recorded in those notes 
was the result of laborious negotiations 
which were carried on during the whole 
summer, there can be no doubt that 
these inaccuracies were calculated to 
prejudice the minds of many members 
of Congress, and also to turn. public 
opinion against the settlement of the 
question which was both equitable and 
advantageous to both parties.“ 

On March 15 Sir Julian wrote an elab- 
orate answer to Senator Morgan’s crit- 
icisms an the claims. After answering 
one after another of the Senators 
statements he said: 

“The vituperative epithets used were 
quite unmerited and I will proceed to 
show that the objection in question 18 
not well-founded in fact and appar- 
ently is based on a mistaken view of 
the British navigation laws.” 

After quoting the British shipping 
laws Sir Julian proceeds: “Why should 
an American citizen be called a rascal? 
What law has he violated by advanc- 
ing money for the prosecution of a law- 
ful Canadian industry carried on by 
Canadians in anadian. vessels? In 
what respect has the United States 
government been rcbbed, considering 
that it has no property in the fur seal. 
as was solemnly adjudged and declared 
by the Tribunal of Arbitration of Paris? 
These are questions which I submit can 
only be reasonably answered in a sense 
absolutely fatal to Senator Morgan’s 
contenticns.”’ 

Lord Salisbury, in ackhovledging the 
communications from Washington, 
wrote: “I need scarcely say the argu- 
ments which the United States bring 
forward in support of the validity of 
those claims have the entire approval 
and concurrence cf Her Majesty’s gov- 
ernment. The attempt made by Sena- 
tor Morgan to dispute them seems to 
be largely founded on misapprehension 
and Her Majesty’s government cannot 
doubt that when the full facts are be- 
fore the public in the United States the 
liability of that country to make com- 
pensation which has never been denied 
by the government will be generally 
recognized both in and out of Con- 
gress.”

Minister Terrell Has

Rev, J. I. Johnston Denounces 
the Diplomat. 


Says the Latter Has Aided in 
Killing Christians and 
Should Hang. 


Americans Belonging to the Cen- 
tral Mission Arrive Safely at 
Aintab—The Porte and the 
Powers. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS KEPORT.) 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) Nov. 2.—A 
special to the Times from Jefferson 
City, Mo., says that the United States 
Minister to Turkey was vigofously de- 
nounced from the pulpit of the First 
Baptist Church in that city by Rev. J. 
T. Johnston, who has just returned 
from N three-months’ trip abroad, seven 
weeks which were spent in the Holy 
Land and the Ottoman Empire. It was 
in a graphic statement of the deplorable 
condition of the Christians in the Sul- 
tain’s domain that Rev. Johnston al- 
luded to Minister Terrell. 

He is a traitor,” said the preacher, 
“to his God, his country and himself. 
He ought to be hanged. He has been 
bribed by the Sultag, who decorated 
his wife and daughter, and presented 
him with a stallion. Our consuls are 
all right, but they are powerless. Eng- 
land’s Minister to that country is all 
right. Our entire party, thirty-four in 
number, signed a petition to President 
Cleveland immediately on our arrival 
in New York, asking ton Ferrell re- 
moval. I hope the papers all over the 
land will herald to the world his shame. 
I did not believe the stories I heard of 
Terrell before I reached Turkey, but I 
found them only too true.” 

Rev. Johnston concluded his remarks 
by saying that no idea of the terrible. 
situation in Armenia is to be gained 
through newspaper reports, as all the 
news is suppressed by the Sultan's 
agent. 

ERRELL TURNED TURK. 

ST. JOSEPH (Mo.) Nov. 25.—A spe- 
cial to the Daily. News from Jefferson 
City; Mo, says that Rav. J. T. John- 
ston, D. D., or of the First 
. Chure of that city, has 
just returned from a three months’ 
tour of Turkey and the Holy Land. 
Last night in a sermon on the Arme- 
nian troubles he made the statement 
that American Minister Terrell ought 
to be hangmed. He declares the Minis- 
ter.to Turkey has joined the Moham- 
medan church, and is thus aiding in 
persecuting and killing Christians, in- 
stead of protecting them; that the sit- 
vation is far worse than reported to 
the papers, and that Terrell sends out 
false reports. Rev. Johnston and his 
party of thirty-four members have 
signed a petition to President Cleve- 
land to remove Terrell. 

TRAVELING UNDER ESCORT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 25.—Defi- 
nite information has been received here 
that missiomaries attached to the sta- 
tion at Kharput have left that point 
under escort for Constantinople. 

MORE SQUABBLING. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 24, via 
Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 25.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) There is no doubt that efforts 
are being made to maintain order in 
the districts where disturbances are 
threatened and to suppress disorders 
where outbreaks have occurred. All 
danger is now passed, however. The 
Governor of Hadjin, who threatened to 
burn a con t there and set fire to the 
barley-fields, has, owing to the strong 
representations made to the Porte on 
the subject. by Mr. Terrell, been re- 
called and his conduct will be inquired 
nto. 

The main question now being dis- 
cussed between the Porte and the rep- 
resentatives of the powers is the de- 
mand of Great Britain, Italy, Russia 
and Austria for firmans for passage 
through the Dardanelles of an extra 
gunboat to be attached to their re- 
spective embassies. While admitting 
that the powers possess the right to 
have two guardships each in the Bos- 
phorus, the Porte considers that the 
proposed increase of the number of for- 
eign war-vessels there under the pres- 
ent conditions might excite the Mussul- 
mans and produce an effect quite dif- 
ferent from the one desired by the pow- 
ers. In addition, the Porte points out 
that, in view of the measures taken to 
preserve order there, the increase in the 
number of guardships attached to the 
embassies is not required. 

It can be said upon good authority 
that this is the substance of a note the 
Porte has sent to the representatives of 
the powers. As soon as the note shall 
be received and considered at the Brit- 
ish, Russian, Italian and Austrian em- 
bassies, a conference of the representa- 


a joint reply may be sent to the Porte. 
The Turkish representatives at Lon- 
don, St. Petersburgh, Rome and Vienna 
will be instructed to earnestly request 
the four powers not to insist upon their 
demand. In political circies the repug- 
nance of the Porte to grant the firmans 
applied for is attributed to the belief, 
said to exist among Turkish Ministers 
and Abdul Hamid’s entourage, that to 
grant the firmans would be a. direct 
blow to the dignity of the Sultan and 
a proof of lack of confidence on the 
part of the powers in his ability to 
govern and maintain order. Behind 
this, it is claimed, lurks the fear upon 
the part of the Sultan that the de- 
mand in this increase of the number 
of foreign guardships in the Bosphorus 
is really only a cloak for the powers to 
make a naval demonstration in Turk- 
ish waters in case of renewed disturb- 
ances in Asijatic Turkey. 

In response to an appeal directed by 
Baron von Calis, Austrian Ambassa- 
dor, to the Armenian Patriarch to ex- 
ert his influence to prevent another out- 
break, which, it was feared, the Ar- 
menian Central Revolutionary Com- 
mittee is alleged to have planned for

United States Minis- 
ter Terrell has received a dispatch 
from Aintab announcing the safe ar- 
rival there of the American missionaries 
belonging to the Central Turkey mis- 
sion, Dr. and Mrs. Americus Fuller, 
Rev. Charles 8. Sanders, Mrs. A. M. 
Trowbridge. Miss Ellen M. Prye and 
Miss Elizabeth M. Trowbridge, and 
the English governess, Miss McDonald. 
The missionaries add that full protec- 
tion was afforded them by the Turk- 
ish authorities when demanded from 
the Porte by Terrell. The latter now 
is satisfield that the 172 missionaries 
in Anatolia are safe. The situation 
here is still grave and more compll- 
cated.

SHOTS FLEW THICK. 


ATTEMPTED HOLD-UP OF THE 
OROVILLE STAGE. 


i The Horses Dash Uphill at a Fright- 
ful Rate, Leaving the Highway- 
men Frantic. 


A Paymaster of a Mine and His 
Funds the Object of the Rob- 
bers’ Attack. 


Lord Clifton Chastises a Schemer— 

John Ford Shoots His Wife— 

Bank Shares Assessable— 
Winemen Scored. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
OROVILLE, Nov. 25.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) For many years the Wells- 
Fargo Express carried treasure from 
the mines about La Porte, Port Wine, 
Howland Fiat, Gibsonville, Scales and 
Forbestown. A great deal of gold was 
shipped over the route from La Porte 
to Oroville, and F. N. Morse, the vet- 
eran driver, was robbed over twenty 
times. The company lost so much 
money that at last they withdrew from 
the route. A few years ago, at the - 
licitation of W. W. Stow, express mat- 
ter was again carried between Oroville 
and La Porte. Martin Myers, some 
months ago, tried to rob this stage, and 
Was sent to prison for the crime. Since 
then nothing of a startling nature has 
occurred until this morning. 

The stage leayes Oroville between 4 
and 5 o’clock in the morning, and it is 
go dark that side-lights are used on the 
vehicle. This enabled the highwaymen 
to locate the stage while they remained 
unseen. Gus Berg, one of the ownvrs, 
was driving a spirited team, and James 
McGuffin, a young schoolteacher of 
Wyandotte, occupied the front seat. In- 
side of the coach were two ladies and 
F. H. McDonald, the electrician. When 
the stage was three miles east of Oro- 
ville, a voice from the roadside shouted: 
„Hold up!“ The tones were sharp and 
sudden, and so near the horses that 
they became frightened and ran at the 
top of their speed up hill The shots 
flew thick and fast, but luckily no one 
was hit. 

When at last the team was checked, 
the robbers were some distance in the 
rear, and the plucky young teacher 
eaid: “If we run for it they can’t catch 
us now.” Berg took the hint, gave a 
yell to his team and plied the whip 
right and left. In vain the robbers 
shouted, Halt! halt!“ and renewed the 
‘firing. It was too dark to take good 
aim, and the horses were on their met- 
tle and tore uphill at frightful speed. 
After a long run, the summit was 
gained and the stage proceeded on to 
Wyandotte, three miles from the scene 
of the robbery. 

It was too dark to see the robbers, 
eo the officers had but a slight clew 
to work by. Four young men from Wy- 
andotte, who came to Oroville on Sun- 
day evening to witness the exercises of 
the Salvation Army, returned home 
late, and, near the scene of the robbery, 
saw a campfire. This morning, after 
daylight, the spot was examined and 
buggy-tracks were seen where men had 
been camped for the night. It is curi- 
ous that Mrs. F. N. Morse, widow of 
the driver, who had been robbed 80 
often, was a passenger on the stage 
this morning. The paymaster of the 
Denver mine expected to be a passen- 
ger on the coach today, but he was de- 
tained. It was he whom the robbers 
were after.

made a dying statement to that effect.

Rev. Bovard Scores the California 
Custom of Drinking Wine. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 25.— Rev. F. 
D. Bovard of the Park-street Methodist 
Church of Alameda last night preached 
a sermon on “Wine-drinking, and the 
Social Status of Those Who Drink 
Wine,” in which he took occasion to 
refer to the now celebrated punch- 
bowl episode, and the Kate Field recep- 
tion. He said im the course of his ser- 
mon that wine-drinking was the great 
curse of the State of California. He

“‘Wine-drinking,” said he in begin- 
ming his sermon, “is a menace to all 
civilized countries, and the only thing 
that will kill it is to make it a crime 
in good society. The wine men are now 
making an effort to keep wine-drinking 
popular in good society.” 

The California Viticultural Commis- 
sion came in for a scorching. Bo- 
vard referred to the exhibit at the 
Worid's Fair with a pyramid of wine 
and a typical California girl standing 
on top holding a wine-cup in her hand. 
He said he would provide a fitting

the whole exhibit werely to maintain 
the social prestige of wine-drinking, 
and stated that he believed thousands 
of young men and women were led to 
the first steps on the downward path 
by the exhibit. 

The next person who came under his 
wrath was ex-President Harrison. Bo- 
Vvard gave a graphic description of the 

Harrison banquet in San Francisco, 
and declared that the indorsement 
which the wine industry received when 
the President drank California wine in 
sight of a large crowd made glad the 
heart of every saloon man in California. 
He referred to Kate Field several times 
in his sermon, although he did not call 
her by name. He said: | 

“The wine men have done everything 
possible to introduce their wine into 
society. They have obtained a brilliant 
woman to introduce their goods in the 
East. She must be denounced at any 
cost, and driven from society, or the 
winecup. She stands a hollow-hearted 
sham, of no more use to the true wo- 


this country 

would, were she so harmless. This socie] 
monster must de driven from society.” 

He also referred to the reception at 
the Press Club, and said he did not 
want to condemn the innocent Iittle 
maids in white. aprone from the 
Women’s Exchange who innocently did 
honor to the only woman in America 
who publicly advocated wine-drinking, 
but he did wish to condemn her most 
decidedly. He called the Viticultural 
Commission an outrage on the honest 
people of the State, and said the com- 
missioners were mitred priests in 3 
bacchanalian temple, where men and 
women were led to destruction, al- 
though he disclaimed any intention to 
discredit their personal characters. He 
also said that the commission was a 
fraud, and that the w appropria- 
tion for the commission ahd for the aid 
of the wine business was an imposition. 
He charged the wine men with de- 
frauding the workingmen of the State 
for the benefit of a foreign industry. 
Their influence was destroying North- 
ern and Central California, according 
to Rev. Bovard, and the only truly 
flourishing towns in the State were 
Pasadena and other prohibition towns 
in Southern California. It was not the 
climate, but the higher social atmos- 
phere that made these towns a success. 


ALL ABOUT A MINE.” 


Lord Clifton Chastises Albert Hess 
for Alleged Blackmail. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 25.—Tbe Ex- 
aminer says that Albert Hess, a well- 
known race-track attendant, bad a bad 
quarter of an hour with Lord Talbot 
Clifton in the latter’s rooms at the 
Maison Riche, last evening. The eccen- 
tric Englishman planted his fist on the 
nose of Hess, knocked him down and 
showed him that, though he is a well- 
mannered man in general, Clifton has 
a heavy hand when his passions are 

roused. 

The row was all about a “mine,” 
Clifton says. According to his story 
Hess told him he knew of a chance to 
make $1,000,000 by securing the good- 
will of the owner of a hidden lode of 
gold in the mountains. Clifton's atten- 
tion was first attracted to the proposi- 
tion by seeing a beautiful lithograph, 
upon which all the many charms of 
the treasure were presented. It was 
displayed in a front window on the up- 
per floor of the Maison Riche. He be- 
came so greatly impressed with the ar- 
tistic advertising creation that he de- 
termined to get a closer view of it. 
When Hess told him he knew not only 
the owner of the lithograph, but the 
owner of the mine“ itself, Clifton told 
Hess to go and capture the 
prize. Hess went to work in a busi- 
ness-like way. He explained that it 
would be necessary to gain the confi- 
‘dence of the mine-owner, which could 
easily be done by entertaining him“ in 
a lavish manner. Clifton immediately 
handed over a handful of gold. The 
mining “man” appeared very elusive 
and Hess was therefore compelled to 
chase him“ from place to place. He 
went to Stockton last week and wired 
Clifton that the owner of the treasure 
was in that city. The Englishman 
hired a special train, at a cost of $250, 
and hurried to Stockton. Hess met 
him at the depot and sorrowfully told 
him that the very-much desired person 
had left town only half an hour before. 

Hess met Clifton at the park yester- 
day and again attempted to get money. 
Clifton said him nay, but agreed 
meet him in the evening and listen to 
his tale of woe. Hess called at Clif- 
ton’s rooms about 9 o’clock last night, 
attired in a manner that would have 
won the heart of any susceptible mai- 
den. He and Clifton came together 
and after the encounter Hess was a 
wrecked vision of beauty. 

After the battle Clifton went to the 
Hamman baths to recuperate. 

“Really,” he said, “I am greatly sur- 
prised to hear that this has got into 
the newspapers. I do not want to pose 
before .the public as a rowdy. I was 
simply forced into it. I do not for a 
moment regard the fellow Hess as a 
worthy antagonist, yet it was compul- 
sory on my part to properly chastise 
him. He tried to blackmail me and I 


would not stand it. That is 
in a nutshell.“ 


PETRIFIED BODIES. 

Remarkable Discovery in the He- 

brew Cemetery at San Francisco. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—The 
Bulletin will publish a story of several 
bodies which, after a recent interment, 
have been completely petrified. Over 
twelve hundred bodies are to be re- 
moved from the Hebrew Cemetery of 
Gibroth Olam on Dolores street to the 
Home of Peace Cemetery, San Mateo 
county. When removing the coffins the 
great weight of the contents caused 
the coffins to break, disclosing bodies 
petrified to ‘the color of marble and 
looking like solid stone. So far eight 
petrified bodies have been found, all 
perfect in petrifaction. One coffin con- 
tained a mother and babe. The child 
Was on the mother’s breast, their bod- 
les defying decay and so perfectly were 
they petrified that the curves on the in- 
fant’s hands were perfectly reproduced.

FLUSH WITH DOLLARS. 


O. B. Murray Tells How He Prospered 
on Home-made Money. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 25—In the 
trial of M. D. Howell on a charge of 
counterfeiting, C. B. Murray went on 


the stand after Assistant United States 


Attorney Knight had outlined to the 
jury what the new witnesses would tell. 
Murray first met Howell in Modesto, 
when the latter conducted a grocery 
store in that town. That was in 1887, 
when Murray was making money and 
living a guileless life, growing wheat 
and running a hotel and saloon in the 
prosperous Stanislaus wheat belt. In 
1891 Murray came to San Francisco, 
opened up a saloon, on Fourth street, 
and fell into evil ways and the ac- 
quaintance of Fred Marsh and Arbatti. 
Marsh, who was a gambler, proposed 
to Murray various schemes of makiug 
money without hard work, among them 
passing counterfeit money. Murray, on 
Marsh’s agreement., to pass the bills, 
purchased forty $5 bills or A tti, and 
the two made a tour of the Fourth- 
street saloons and got rid of thirty- 
seven of these bills in one night. It 
was a profitable night’s work, and the 
following day Murray conceived the 
idea of going to Stockton and letting 
loose a few bad dollars. As a flyer“ 
he took with him $45 in homemade bilis 
and silver dollars. 4 
At Dave Will(lams's T' saloon on 
Weber avenue, Stockton, he ran up 
against Howell, so Murray told the 
jury, and sold the stuff to the Stockton 
man for 50 cents on the dollar. 
“Afterward we went across to an- 
other saloon to test the dollars. How- 
ell bought two beers with one of the 
dollars and got 90 cents back. That 
night Howell invited me and a couple 
of friends to the Cosmopolitan restau- 
rant for supper. For payment he ten- 
dered two more of the dollars and the 
proprietor refused them. 
“Later, about March 12, Murray bor- 
rowed $60 of Howell to make a pay- 
ent on his Fourth-street saloon. 
hen the time came to square up How- 
ell told me to pay the money to Marsh 
as he had already made arrangements 


to buy about $200 worth of the bills 
from Marsh. Later on Marsh shipped 
Howell about $200 of this money in a 

-box to Stockton.“ 

cross-examination Attorney Camp- 
bell made Murray go over the history 
of his life and the circumstances con- 
nected with his conviction. It trans- 
pired that during his term of residence 
at the County Jail Murray had at one 
time proposed to Howell if the latter 
would furnish him money for defense 
purposes to go back on the “cigar-box 
part of the story.” saying it was ship- 
ped to somebody in Stockton by the 
name of Jones, who was su to 
be employed in Howell's office. 


A Modesto Judge Decides a Highly- 
Important Case. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
"MODESTO, Nov. 2%.—Judge Minor 
handed down a decision today in the 
case of O. McHenry, president of the 
National Bank of Modesto, et al. vs. 
W. A. Downer, Tax Collector of Stan- 
islaus county, which is of interest to 
all national banks in California. 

Assessor J. F. Campbell assessed 
the shares of the Modesto National 
Bank and made a double assessment 
on account of the shares not having 
been assessed before. The decision 
covers eighteen pages of manuscript. 
Judge Minor holds that the assessment 
is valid. The question in this case is 
whether or not the owner of shares in 
national banks can be compelled to 
nay taxes to the State on such shares. 
The decision is very exhaustive, and 
many authorities and sections of acts 
of Congress and State Legislatures 
are cited. The decision concludes as 
follows: 

“A large portion of the capital of 
the State is invested in shares of 
stock of national banks, and there is 
probably no mode of investment 80 
profitable. Property of all other cor- 
porations and individuals bears a bur- 
den of taxation. The Legislature ex- 
pressly declares that stock shall be 
taxed, the act of Congress permits it, 
and the revenue laws of the State were 
framed for the purpose of reaching 
property of every description, and 1 
do not believe that the Legislature of 
this State has been so powerful for 
evil and futile for good as to over- 
throw a plain provision of organic law 
and at e same time defeat the ob- 
ject it started out to accomplish in the 
enactment of a revenue law, namely, 
imposition of burdens of government 
upon all property alike. In- my opin- 
tne the te void.“ 

The decision affects the thirty-five 
national banks in the State,andall he 
banks contributed to fighting the case. 
The case was a test case for all the 
banks. The case will be appealed. 


KILLED ON THE TRACK 


Two Drunken Men Fight in Front of 
a Train. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN JOSE, Nov. 25.—A frightful ac- 
cident happened this evening on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad at the Au- 
tumn-street crossing, by which one man 
was instantly killed and another man 
so badly injured that he died an hour 
later.

Steve Dorsey, Jesse Grant and Other 
Parties Make Investments.

YUMA (Ariz.,) Nov. 25.—Ex-Senator 
Stephen W. Dorsey, Jesse R. Grant and 
Mining Expert William A. Farrish of 
Denver, Colo., left here for the East 
this morning, having completed their 
examinations of the gold mines at 
Picacho and in the White Gold Basins, 
twentv miles above here on the Colo- 
rado River. They were so well pleased 
with the mines that Senator Dorsey 
and his associates purchased the Mura 
Rica and Dulcenia groups of mines, on 
which the rich discoveries were made 
some three months since. After a most 
complete test of nearly three weeks, 
Dorsey secured twenty-five of the best 
claims in the White Gold Basins.

DISAPPOINTING.

Friends of the Nicaragua Canal proj- 
ect will be greatly disappointed at the 
‘statement contained in recent Wash- 


_ ington dispatches, to the effect that the 


report of the Nicaragua Canal Com- 
mission, which is now in the hands of 
the President, is unfavorable to the 
construction of the canal, at least in. 
the near future. It had been generally 
hoped and believed that the report 
would be favorable, and that on the 
Strength of that report the project 


~ ‘could be placed upon a practical basis, 


so that the work of construction could 
be begun within the next few months. 
This great engineering project has been 
80 long under discussion, and is of so 
great importance to the whole coun- 
try, that there should be no more de- 
lay.than is absolutely necessary in its 
consummation. 

The principal question at issue, it 
seems, is that of cost. The commission 
finds that the data at hand are insuffi- 
cient to form the basis of a correct 
estimate ot the probable_cost of con- 
struction; but upon the data at hand 
the commission makes a provisional 
estimate, placing the cost at $133,472,- 
893, this amount being nearly double 
the amount of the Maritime Canal 
Company’s estimate of $69,893,660, In 
view of the insufficient data at hand, 
the commission recommends an appro- 
priation by Congress of $350,000 “for 
extensive additional surveys and ex- 
aminations covering a period of 
eighteen months.” An examination 
such as is proposed is deemed abso- 
lutely necessary to the practical and 
successful inauguration of the work. 

It is, of course, desirable that all nec- 
essary precautions should Wi observed 
before entering upon this important 
undertaking. The cost of the work 
should be ascertained with as much 
accuracy as possible, and all the en- 
gineering difficulties to be overcome 
should be thoroughly understood in 
advance. It was hoped that the re- 
port of the commission, which is now 
before the President, would furnish the

commission. The fact that this course 
will involve a delay of a year and a 
half will prove a serious disappoint- 
ment to the friends of the enterprise. 
But this. disappointment will be borne 
with comparatively good grace if such 
action be taken by Congress as will 
insure the final construction of the 
canal, 
There are differences of opinion as 
to the route to be selected over some 
portions of the distance from ocean to 


practically and finally determined by 
the resurvey which the Canal Com- 
mission declares to be necessary. If 
the project be taken up by the incom- 
ing Congress in the right spirit, there 
need be no doubt as to its final suc- 
cess. The pressing need of the canal 
is a matter which requires no demon- 
stration. That it will prove a paying 
investment has been repeatedly shown. 
The work of constriction is therefore 
a mere matter of detail. It is a vast 
undertaking, but one with which en- 
gineering science can grapple with the 
certainty of success. The enterprise 
should be pushed with all possible dis- 
patch. 


KENTUCKY, 


The official returns of the late clec- 
tion in Kentucky are interesting. They 
show that the vote was the largest 
ever polled in the State, being in ex- 
cess of the Presidential vote of wither 
1888 or 1892. The vote cast for Brad- 
ley, the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, was 172,436; for Hardin Dem.) 
163,524; for Pettit (Pop.,) 16,911; for 
Duncan (Pro., not B.,) 4186; Bradley's 
plurality, 8912. The largest plurality 
for any one candidate was 9873 for 
Reynolds, Republican candidate for 
Register of Lands. A comparison of 
the recent vote with that of the Preal- 
dential year 1892 shows that the total 
vote this year was 17,000 greater than 
the vote of that year. The Democrats 
lose nearly 12,000 and the Republicans 
gain 37,000, as compared to the last 
Presidential vote. The Populist loss is 
7000, and that of the Prohibitionists 
is 2300. That threadbare excuse, “the 
stay-at-home Democratic vote,” will 
not suffice to explain the political rev- 
elution in Kentucky thie year. 

These figures of the great and glori- 
ous Republican vote in Kentucky bring 
up thrilling reminiscences of early Re- 
publican struggles on “the dark and 
bloody ground.” In 1856 John C. Fre- 
ment, the first Republican nominee for 
President, received (we quote from 
memory) only 365 votes in Kentucky. 
In 1860, Abraham Lincoln, of imper- 
ishable memory, received about 1365 
votes in all in that State. In 1895 the 
gallant Bradley, the Republican Gov- 
ernor-elect, triumphed with an aggre- 
gate vote of 172,436! Show us another 
State that has gained over 170,000 Re- 
publican votes in thirty-five years! 


CALIFORNIA'S WHEAT CROP, 


During last August The Times took 
editorial exception, under the head of 
“Business,” to a statement published 
in Dun's review concerning the Cali- 
fornia wheat crop. That publication 
stated the available quantities for ex- 
port from California would be about 
850,000 tons The Times figured out 
a statement, and published it in the 
commercial coluinn, that the quantity 
would be less than 600,000 tons. Busi- 
ness readers will doubtless recall this. 
We have already published one con- 
firmation of our statement. Another is 
contained in a San Francisco dispatch 
to Sunday's Times, which says: 
The season opened up with the most 
alluring crop prospects, and the esti- 
mated yield was then figured up to the 
average figure of 1,500,000 tons. At 
the same time freights had got up to 
35 cents, and even higher in certain 
cases, with a very light tonnage on the 
way, and very few ships in port. Then 
came a hot north wind, and one-half 
the crop disappeared, bringing the es- 
timated yield down to ,000 tons 
available for export purposes. With 
the heavy reductions on export stocks 
high freights had turned thousands of 
tons of sbhipping, toward this port from 
all directions, until today there is 
100,000 tons in port and on the way in 
oy of all previous arrivals in this 
po *

COL. OTIS TALKS. 


HE GOERS DEEPLY INTO THE POLITICS OF" 


THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 
(Special Dispatch to The Call.) 

LOS ANGELES Cal.) Nov. 23.—The 
Los Angeles Times has taken but little 
interest in securing the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, and as it is the lead- 
ing Republican paper in Southern Call- 
fornia, and Col. H. G. Otis, the editor, 
one of the staunchest supporters of his 
party, your correspondent called on 
him today to get his views as to the 
prospects of the party and the reasons 
why he opposed the convention going to 
San Francisco. 

THE INTERVIEW. 

“Col. Otis, The Call would like your 
views on the interesting subject of the 
next National Republican Convention, 
the platform and the candidates.” 

J would like to see, above all 
things, a truly representative body of 
Republicans assemble and act for the 
good of the people and of the whole 
country. 1 would like to see a solid 
convention adopt a solid platform and 
place upon it a solid candidate—one 
who would, by his high personality, his 
conspicuous ability, his thorough 
knowledge of the needs of the country, 
andhisstalwart Republicanism, fili the 
bill,” and be elected by a magnificent 
majority. I believe all these results are 
possible; and I, in common with thor- 
ough-going Republicans throughout the 
land, mean to work for these so desir- 
able ends.” | 

What is your idea of the platform?“ 

“Briefly stated, I would have a plat- 
form strong for sound money, strong 
for protection to American industries, 
clear-cut in favor of the restriction of 
foreign immigration; outspoken for in- 
ternal improvements, the improvement 
of our rivers and harbors, and the 
building of the Nicaragua Canal. I 
would have it especially strong in the 
enunciation of the American idea In our 
relations with foreign countries and the 
upholding of the honor and dignity of 
the American flag everywhere.“ 

What is your preference as to candi- 
dates?” 

“AS you May already know, my first 
choice, always, is Maj. McKinley. 
There are other strong men in the Re- 
publican ranks, however, 
available. There is Reed, and Gov. 
Morton of New York, Allison, Cullom 
— * Lincoln. As to Gen.

“What is your idea in reference to 
the Vice-Presidency for this Coast?“

“What are your views regurdi the 
movement to secure the N Re- 
publican Convention for San Fran- 
cisco?” 

“They are not, to be sure, entirely 
in harmony with those of the Call, and 
some other good rnals and some of 
the people who are promoting the 
movement; but I think I can defend 
my views on the merits, and I recognize 
the fact that we cannot all think alike 
on any subject. And, by the way, I 
see that the Call has been making a 
most energetic effort in the direction 
you indicate. That is all right, for I 
Uke to see a fellow—or a newspaper— 
make a good fight when he feels called 
‘upon to enter the arena of conflict. I 
have been impressed with the energy 
shown by Mr. Shortridge and his great 
newspaper in this and many other par- 
ticulars.

“I think that the manner in which 
cam s been commenced is 
not entirely wise or judicious. I recog- 
nize the fact that local patriotism and 
State pride are legitimate and com- 
mendable, and I possess those qual- 
ities in common with my fellow-citi- 
zens of California and the Coast; but 
the question of securing the conven- 
tion for San Francisco no impor- 
tance when compared with the great 
and all-essential object of securing the 
very best results from the labors of 
that convention. Success on right 
lines is the great end to be achieved. I 
fear that success at the polls might 
be jeopardized by improper influences 
in the nominating convention. There 
exists, as you are aware, in Colorado, 
Nevada, Arizona, and to some extent 
in California, an extreme and some- 
what heated - free-silver sentiment, 
largely among Populists and Demo- 
crats, and to some extent among Re- 
publicans, the latter of whom thus 
place themselves beyond the pale of 
the Republican platforms adopted from 
time to time during many years past. 
Our platforms have invariably de- 
clared for sound money, the dollar in 
each case to be at a parity with every 
other dollar, the government pledging 
itself to maintain that parity under 
all circumstances. This, I take it, is 
true Republican doctrine on the finan- 
cial question. I do not see how our 
people can break away from the party 
on this proposition and hope for suc- 
cess. In short, we ought to feave the 
free-silver, anti-Republican howling to 
be done by. the Populists and other 
opponents of the party of sound money 
and protection. Should the convention 
be held in San Francisco, I anticipate 
great pressure from this sort of people, 
from men who will not vote with us, 
no matter what the convention does— 
pressure to induce the convention to 
insert a free-silvef plank into its plat- 
form. Should it weakly yield, it will 
jeopardize ite chances of success in 
the great Republican States of the 
Past, where the body of the Republi- 
can vote must come from. On the con- 
trary, should the convention refuse to 
make concessions to these Populistic 
shouters and other deluded souls—and 
it will almost certainly refuse—it will 
thereby give them another opportunity 
to raise a great cry against the Re- 
publicans- and make capital in the 
close States of the Far West against 
its platform and candidate.” 
“But would the delegates elected 
from sound-money States be likely to 
yield to such pressure?” 
“They might. There are, you know, 
in every national convention, com 
of hundreds of delegates, not a few 
weak ones—men without convictions, 
without firmness and without any true 
conception of great public policies. 
This would be the case, I fear, with 
many Southern delegates, coming from 
States which will cast no Republican 
electoral votes. These men, under the 
pressure which I have indicated, and 
possibly yielding to the blandishments 
of free rides, free hotel bills and free 
‘booze,’ might mistakenly feel them- 
selves under obligations to yield to 
that pressure and those blandishments, 
and vote in violation of the sentiment 
of their constituents. I hope it will not 
be so, wherever the convention may 
meet, but there is a risk about it which 
it seems to me should not be taken. 
For that reason I am utterly opposed 
to patting up the convention at auction, 
to carrying the delegates free to the 
place of meeting and to all attempts to

make of it a general debauch. It will 


be a disgrace to the Republican party 
and a shame to the country and the, 
age in which we live if the delibera- 
tions of the convention are conducted 
otherwise than with decorum, impar- 
tiality and dignity. It is to be a great 
popular political tribunal, having the 
destinies of the party and of the coun- 
try in its hands, and everything which 
may tend to lower the high character of 
its proceedings will be discouraged by 
Republicans throughout the United 
States, who demand right results se- 
cured in the right way. I believe that 
my fellow-journalists and fellow-Re- 
publicans in California will, when they 
come to think seriously of these things, 
give weight to the reasons which 
have here advanced.” 

“What other reasons, in your judg- 
ment, can be fairly urged against the 
holding of the convention at San Fran- 
cisco,”’ 

“The lack of telegraphic facilities on 
this Coast for the transmission of the 
voluminous convention press reports 
that will have to be sent out, is urged 
in the East as a serious objection. I 
believe that the number of wires run- 
ning out from Minneapolis when the 
Republican convention was held there 
was about four times the number that 
now cross the continent, and the Min- 
neapolis wires were loaded throughout 
the convention. It will readily be seen, 
therefore, that the telegraphic facili- 
ties on this Coast would be inadequate. 
This will inevitably result in opposi- 
tion on the part of the great Eastern 
journals, whose issues would be delayed 
many hours, not only for this reason, 
but also on account of the differerice 
in time between the West and the 
East.“ 

J suppose if none of the chief ob- 
jections which you have mentioned ex- 
isted, you would favor San Francisco?” 

“Certainly; but my information ‘is 
that the convention is not going there.”

FELTON HAS FLOWN. 


A MUSICAL GENIUS WANTED BY HIS 
CREDITORS. 


He Raised Several Snug Sums on 
Bogus Checks and Left for Parts 
Unknown—Is Alleged te Have 
Robbed His Wife Also, 


Prof, George Felton did not come to 
Los Angeles to fill a long-felt want, but 
he is badly wanted now. At least thos: 
people who accepted his check in lieu 
of cash and accommodated him finan- 
cially in various ways would like to 
gaze upon his manly frame once more, 
especially if he were behind prison 
bars. - 

Felton swooped down upon Los An- 
geles last spring, and since that time 
has been a conspicuous figure around 
the clibs, hotel lobbies and saloons. 
He was “a blooming Englishman, 
don’t cher know,” and his card bore the 
legend “Court pianist to Her Royal 
Highness, Princess Louise.” 

The professor was a clever musician, 
no one gainsaid that, but he had other 
accomplishments that made him de- 
cidedly unpopular with people he met. 
One of these was the art of “grafting,” 
but he was a smooth rascal, and it gen- 
erally took his victims a long while to 
find out that they had been duped. 

Felton dressed well and lived well, 
and always had a few dollars to spend, 
but, like the lilies of the fleld, he toiled 
not, neither did he spin. Although a 
professional musician, he had few en- 
gagements. Yet he was not only able 
to subsist sumptuously while in town, 
but it is believed that his pockets were 
well lined with cash when he left so 
suddenly. It is estimated he 
worked the town for about $2000. 

Among the people he bilked are tall- 
ors, music-dealers, pawn-brokers, sa- 
loon-keepers, money-loaners, clubmen 
and his wife, although it is hinted in 
some quarters that she has stood in 
with him on the play. The only cir- 
cumstance in substantiation of this re- 
port, however, is the rumor that she 
has left the city also. She was still at 
home yesterday afternoon, but a re- 
porter who called at her house as late 
as 10 p.m. found everything closed up 
and was unable to get a response to 
repeated rings. It.was stated by sev- 
eral clubmen who knew her well that

When Mrs. Felton returned 
home in the evening she found that 
her busband had been there, ransacked 
the house and takén everything of 
value that belonged to him. Monday 
morning she recefved a letter from 
him, written on Jonathan Club note 
paper, and dated Sunday, saying she 
no doubt would be surprised, and he 
was pained and sorry to leave her, 
but he was forced to go, as she would 
not give him any more money.

When Mr. and Mrs. Felton came to 
Los Angeles, they took a partially fur- 
nished house at No. 816 South Pearl 
street, belonging to E. W. Pratt. Mrs. 
Felton had some furniture of her own, 
which was used to fill out the house. 
She advertised rooms to let, and gen- 
erally had a few men roomers. The 
income from the rooms, however, was 
not sufficient to support her husband 
with his expensive habits in idleness. 
She was, therefore, compelled to pawn 
her diamonds and sealskin sacque, and 
her husband also induced her to have 
a $1000 mortgage plastered in some 
property she had at Hanford, Cal. 
The Security Savings of this 
city holds this mortgage. Felton also

Fel- 
ton spent part of Saturday night at a 
notorious house on New High street. 
He was last seen in the city about 4 
o’eclock Sunday afternoon, and is sup- 
posed to have left between that hour 
and Monday morning. It is not prob- 
able that he went to San Francisco, as 
he is well known there and would be 
easily apprehended. 

Felton claims to be the son of a colo- 
nel in the British army, and a story has 
been circulated to the effect that he 
left England as a consequence of ficht- 
ing a duel. He gained membership in 
the Jonathan Club and Press Club soon 
after coming to Los Angeles, but the 
Jonathans expelled him about sl 
weeks ago.

LOWER COURT EKRRRD. 


DECISION ON A SANTA BARBARA 
STREET ASSESSMENT. 


Raling on the Contention as to a 
Majority Protest Being a Bar ‘te 
Proceedings for Six Menths— 
Sanday Publication Legal. 


The Supreme Court reversed the 
decision of the lower rt in the case 
of Charlies IL. Smith (appellant) vs. 
Barclay. Hazard (respondent,) which 
case was appealed from the Superior 
Court of Santa Barbara. The decision 
will probably be of a good deal of in- 
terest locally, for the reason that it 


rules on points which have frequently 


been raised here in connection with 
street improvements proposed or other- 
wise, of which there are a great many 
in this city. 

The opinion in the case was prepared 
by Commissioner Van Clief, and is con- 
curred in by Commissioners Beecher 
and Seerls. For the reasons given the 
judgment is reversed, and the cause is 
remanded for a new trial. This order is 
signed by Justices McFarland, Hen- 
shaw and Temple. 

The text of the opinion is as follows: 

This is an action to recover as street 
assessment of $218.46 for work done by 
plaintif’ on Micheltorena street, in the 
city of Santa Barbara, under contract 
with the Superintendent of Streets. 

On June 13, 1893, the City Council, by 
resolution, declared its intention to 
grade, curb and gutter’ said street, 
“from the northeasterlyline of Chapala 
street to the northeasterly line of De la 
Vina street, a distance of one block, 
and duly published and posted said res- 
olution. 

Therefo on July 1, 1893, the owners 
of a majority of the frontage on the

contract, in disregard of the protest by 
the owners of a majority of the front- 
age, even though each of the interven- 
ing blocks was being so improved at 
the time. 

I think, however, that this is a mis- 
construction of the street law. Sec. 
2 of the street improvement act of 1885, 
as amended in 1891, (p. 196.) confers 
upon the City Council general author- 
ity “to order the whole, or any portion, 
either in length or width of streets” to 
be improved, etc. But Sec. 3 of the 
same act limits this general authority 
as follows: 


“The owners of a majority of the 


frontage of property fronting on said 


proposed work or improvement, where 
the same is for one block or more, may 
make a written objection to the same 
within ten days after the expiration of 
the time of the publication and posting 
of saſd notice, which objection shall be 
delivered to the clerk of the City Coun- 
cll . and euch objections so de- 
livered and indorsed shall be a bar for 
six months to any further proceedings 
in relation to the doing of said work, or 
making said improvement, unless the 
owners of one-half or more of the 
frontage, as aforesaid, shall meanwhile 
petition for the same to be done.” 
Further on in the same section, an 
exception, to the above limitation is ex- 
pressed as follows: “And when not 
more than two blocks, including street 
crossings, remain ungraded to the offi- 
cial grade, or otherwise unimproved, in 
whole or in part, and a block or more 
on each side of said street has been so 
graded or otherwise improved, or when 
not more than two blocks at the end of 
a street remain so ungraded or other- 
wise unimproved, said City Council may 
order any of the work mentioned in 
this act to be done upon said interven 
ing ungraded or unimproved part of 
said street, or at the end of a street, 
shall not. be stayed or prevented by 
any written or other objection, unless 
such council shall deem proper.” 
The facts of the case at bar bring it 
clearly within this exception, and ex- 
clude it from the above limitation upon 
the power of the Council; and, there- 
fore, the authority of the City Council 
to improve the street through said two 
intervening blocks must be that con- 
ferred by Sec. 2 of the act, namely, to 
order the whole, or any portion” thereof 
to be graded or otherwise improved, re- 
gardless of objections by owners of 
lots fronting on the improvement. 


The plaintiff. pleaded and offered to 
intervening blocks 


prove that both 
were being improved at the same time, 


though under distinct proceedings and 


contracts, and that the improvement 
of both had been completed; but the 


court rejected all proffered evidence of 
this character, to which plaintiff ex- 


cepted and contends here that the ex- 
clusion of such evidence was error. 
But if the views above expressed are 
correct, the proffered evidence was im- 
material and its rejection harmless. 

Counsel for respondent contends that 
the Superintendent acepted the work 
before it was completed acording to 
contract, claiming that there was a 
narrow strip of an average width of 
six inches on which stood a fence in 
front of one of the lots, ungraded at 
the time the work was accepted, though 
it was afterward graded by the owner 
of the lot. The ‘only remedy for this 
attenuated defect was to be had by 
appeal to the City Council. Jennings 
vs. Le Breton, Cal. 8.) 

Sec. 3 of the act requires the resolu- 
tion of intention to make the improve- 
ment to be “published by two insertions 
in one or more daily, semi-weekly or 
weekly newspapers published and cir- 
culated in said city,“ etc. The resolu- 
tion in this case was inserted on two 
consecutive days—Saturday and Sun- 


day—in a daily newspaper published 


and circulated in said city of Santa 
Barbara. It is contended by respond- 
ent that the publication was insuffi- 
cient, because the last Insertion was on 
Sunday. 

The publication was a literal compli- 
ance with the statute—‘two insertions 
in a daily newspaper’—Sundays not 
excepted—a series of acts and not a 
publication for a specified period I 
think the publication was sufficient. 
S. & L. Society vs. Thompson, (22 Cal.

Cold Comfort for Jones. 


The suit of John M. Jones against 
John Bradbury, appealed from the Jus- 
tice’s Court, was tried yesterday before 
Judge Van Dyke, and judgment was 
given for the defendant. Col. Brad- 
bury gave “Countess” Vera Hastings a 
note for $1000, which she transferred to 
Mrs. Rose Williams, who brought suit 
to recover the amount, but consented 
to compromise the case. In the mean 
time, Mr. Bradbury had employed Jones 
to get the note back, and had given 
him $50 as a retainer, but, before the 
negotiations were completed, the affair 
was put into the hands of a lawyer.

Rev. J. S. Pitman delivered an ad- 
dress on “Morality in Education.” 

“Our fgovernment,“ said the speaker, 
“has experimental stations which are 
supported at great expense. Many 
branches of the governmental service 
are divided into depurtments, and 
these departments deai with number- 
less wants and needs of the people. If 
we, as teachers, should attempt to add 
the inculcation of religious principles 
to the school curriculum there would 
be a vigorous protest immediately. 
We would be called bigots, schemers 
and various other disagreeable names, 
and charged with attempting to unite 
church and state. And yet men and 
women may enter many professions 
who wou not be tolerated in the 
ranks of téachers. Our teachers can- 
not do everything unaided, but, with 
proper support, they can do much to 
make this .wicked, but beautiful, world 
a very pleasant place of abode.” 

P. M. Fisher took the place of Henry 
H. Powers, detained at home by sick- 
ness, and dellvered an address on “The 
Future American.“ There was a back- 
bone of grim truth in the speaker's 
remarks, but he carried his auditors 
with him and made them forget the 
gravity of the subject with sharply- 
pointed humorons skits, 

The American is a composite of 
many races,” said the speaker.

The first matter to come before the 
City Council this afternoon was the 
protest upon the Euclid avenue sewer, 
which was set for a hearing at 2 
o'clock. A number of the protesting 
property-owners were present, and, 
while the majority of them favored the 
grading, curbing and guttering of the 
Street, the opinion was unanimous 
that the sewer was not needed, and 
that forcing the people to build it at 
this time would be imposing a need- 
less burden... The matter was referred 
to the Health Officer, and if he finds 
that the sanitary condition of the 
street is good the sewer will not be 
constructed. 

The Colorado street 
wers represented by Mr. Strong, who 
presented a petition asking that the 
grade of the street be changed. The 
changes as specified were explained by 
an appended document from the office 
of the City Engineer, which stated that 
the changes contemplated would be 
made mainly between Marengo ave- 
nue and Lake street. From Marengo 
avenue it was proposed to make the 
street grade a straight line to Euclid 
avenue, which would lower the pres- 
ent grade about one foot. From Los 
Robles to Oakland a similar change 
would be effected, and from Lake 
street east a slight change would be 
necesbary. It was stated by Mr. 
Strong that it was the wish of the 
property-owners that the district be 
the entire street from Marengo ave- 
nue east, and where damages were 
assessed on account of the change of 
grade, the expense divided pro rata, 
for one end of the street along the line 
of the proposed work would be as- 
sessed for damages on account of the 
removal of curbs and sidewalks, and 
the other.on account of cuts and fills. 
It is proposed by the property-owners 
to rectify as far as possible the mis- 
takes of the past, and to create a good 
street. The petition was granted, and 
resolution of intention passed. 

A petition of property-owners onOak- 
land avenue which asked that the 
grade of that strect be established, was 
granted, and as it was signed by 
every property-owner on the street, Mr. 
Wallace, who appeared for those be- 
tween Eldorado and Colorado streets, 
Was given the privilege of ccnveying 
to the property-owners the will of the 
Council that they should begin work 
as soon as it pleased them to obtain the 
permission of the Street Superintendent 
thereto, and they would thus be saved 
the six weeks’ time necessary for the le- 
gal preliminaries which will be con- 
ducted in the meantime in the usual 
way. 

The. business-license tax is the sub- 
ject from which the City Trustees do 
not seem able to get away, although 
when it comes to formulating one it 
seems that one's afraid and the cther 
da's'n't.“ Mr. Wiley brought on the 
discussion this afternoon by appearing 
to ask that the hackmen be licensed. 
In the course of his remarks he stated 
that private persons here who come 
from the East and buy horses and a 
carriage, and hire a driver, after they 
have had an hour's drive are willing to 
let their equipage and driver for 50 
cents a day, or some such figure, and 
of course livery and hackmen could 
not compete with these. It was this 
class he wanted to reach. He did not 
explain how he was to detect these peo- 
ple, and make the license apply to 
them, since their carriages are in no 
sense public carriages and they are in 
no sense engaged in the livery business. 

Mayor Cox was willing to tax the 
hackmen, but Judge Weed still hankers 
for the general business license, and 
said he was willing to devote an entire 
week in arranging a schedule which 
should tax all business in town. He 
saw no reason whatever why such a 
tax should not obtain. Mr. “Washburn 
agreed with him and Councilman Ham- 
‘Iton seemed to acquiesce in the main 
proposition. Judge Weed said that 
Councilman Lukens would not act in 
harmony with the board in licensing 
business or it would have been done 
long ago. He said he wanted to see 
all business protected. He did not 
seem to think that when business de- 


it, and evidently bases his scheme of 
protection on some theory which does 
not imply the consent of the protected. 
The discussion ended in the proposition 
by Trustee Hamilton that the hackmen 
be licensed, but it received no second.

Another clerical error jn awarding the 
contract of sewer on Raymond avenue 
instead of Lincoln avenue to J. B 
Hughes was corrected, and when the 
bids on the sewer work on Raymond 
were opened today, S. J. Edwards was 
found to be the only bidder, agreéing 
to perform the entire work, 1990 feet, 
for $1338. 

A petition from property-owners on 
Broadway asking that the street be 
kept free from obstruction, and since 
it was but thirty feet wide, and was 
the outlet for a large amount of heavy 
teaming, no vehicles should be allowed 
to stand on the block between Green 
and Colorado street, and that no cor- 
poration should allow its employees to 
unload baggage or express vans there. 
This petition is in accordance with the 
sentiments of the property-owners, and 
with the Southern Pacific management. 
It was tabled by the Council. 

Petitions requesting the establish- 
ment of grades on Avoca avenue, and 
regarding the extension of Benefit 
court to Oakland avenue and of Gar- 
field avenue through to Park street 
were granted, as was the request that 
certain cypress trees on Madison ave- 
nue should be spared when the street 
was opened through. George H. Dorn’s 
petition for permission to erect a sign 
to extend over the sidewalk was laid 
upon the table, and De Bussy was 
granted the privilege of building a.cor- 
rugated-iron shed on his premises.

RUSSIA’S COINAGE. It is stated 
that Russia intends adding, next year, 
$86,000,000 to her coinage, of which $77,- 
000,000 will be in gold and $9,000,000 in 
silver. This is ten times more gold than 
Russia has coined during the last four 
years. Her gold holdings are said to be 
considerable, while her production of 
that metal is also quite large, amount- 
ing, last year, to $24,000,000 in ‘value. 
Her silver production, however, is in- 
significant, amounting to only about 
$350,000 in 1894. Bradstreet's, comment- 
ing on this, says that Russia will have 
to buy silver in order to carry out its 
coinage project, because its present 
stock of that metal is inadequate, being 
less than half the amount of the pro- 
posed coinage. This new coinage pro- 
ject is attributed by some to preparing 
for the redemption of paper money, but 
it is not unlikely that the increase in 
the silver coinage may be intended to 
meet the extension of Russian trade 
among the silver-using countries of the 
far east. 
COMMERCIAL. 
ANAHEIM’S SUGAR FACTORY: 
According to the Anaheim Gazette it 
would look as though the Oxnards were 
going to build a sugar factory at Ana- 
heim. A statement in that paper 


credits Richard Gird of Chino with 


saying that the Oxnards would prob- 
ably build crude sugar works in that 
vicinity before the next beet-sugar sea- 
son had arrived. The Gazette says that 
with a crude-sugar factory in opera- 
tion the farmers about Anaheim cculd 
afford to raise beets at $3 a ton and still 
be 25 cents a ton ahead of this year’s 
prices, as they would not have to pay 
the freight of 75 cents a ton to Chino. 

The same paper, speaking of the 
season’s run at Chino says: “The 
Chino sugar factory closed down for 
the season on Thursday last, after a 
successful run of 132 days, since July 5. 
The output is 200,000 bags of sugar, 685 
100 pounds weight each, or 20,000, 
pounds, worth, at 4% cents, $900,000, or, 
at 5 cents, a million. The money ex- 
pended for beets, we are reliably in- 
formed, equaled $360,000. The factory 
must have made a mint of-money, some 
estimates going as high as $200,000. 
report has been current that since the 
arrival of Henry T. Oxnard, president 
of the works, from the East, it has been 
decided to erect another factory, and 
that Anaheim is the point where the 
works will probably be erected.” 

This is probably erroneous, The new 


enterprise at Anaheim is in the hands 
of others. 


RAILROAD EARNINGS. The rail- 
road business of last month is reported 
to be one of the largest in the history 
of roads. The published reports show 
that it was not confined to any partic- 
ular section, but seems to have ex- 
tended over the entire country. The 
increase was more marked in the West- 
ern, Southern and Pacific roads, all of 
which show larger gains for last month 
than for many months past. The only 
group of roads which has not partici- 
pated in the general increase is the 
Southwestern one, the receipts of 
which are less than they usually are in 
October. This is attributed to the short 
cotton crop along thé Texan lines. 

The total gross earnings of 125 rail- 
roads in the United States and Mex o. 
with a total of about 100,000 miles of 
track, were $54,837,075 in October, a gain 
of $3,500,000 over the same month of last 
year. 

WOOD. Sales of woo! Bh: the New 
York market continue to ery heavy. 
Dunn's Review reports them for the 
first half of the present month at 46,073,- 
350 pounds of domestic and 6.119.600 of 
foreign. This is largely in excess of th 
sales made during the corresponding 
period of 1894 and 1893. Commenting o 
that fact, the Review says: “It is to 
many an insolvable mystery why re- 
ported sales are so large, when they 
know that many factories formerly em- 
ployed are not at work at all, or witha 
very small part of their full force, and 
the unloading of specialties on each 
other does not cause the decline in 
prices which would naturally result. 
The strong demand for wool abroad en- 
courages many to hold stiffly.

in their manufacture, the demand is

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
MINING MATTERS. The craze on 
the London and Paris exchanges for 


have momentarily diverted the atten- 
tion of capitalists and speculators from 
American mining properties. Another 
reason for the neglect shown toe the lat- 
ter is assigned to the inclination on the 
part of capitalists to patronize the stock 
exchanges rather than to take part in 
the actual development of the mines. 

In an article on the present mining 
outlook in Southern California, Land 
and Water says: Another great draw- 
back to our mining interests here is 
the lack of unity of action among the 
mining brokers. They all seem jealous 
of each other, and as a natural conse- 
quence many a deal falls through be- 
cause of unsavory hints dropped by a 
rival broker.“ 

But what is needed above all is the 
establishment of reduction works here 
in Angeles. If rich ore, which lies 
scatt in all directions in Southern 
California, is ever to be fully developed, 
it will only be when works of this kind 
have been constructed. It would be a 
paying institution from the start, and 
be the means of opening up many a 
good mine and bringing additional 
wealth into the country.

they gradually took to strong drink in 


which brandy and absinthe seemed to 
have the preference. 


In his report Consul Chancellor says: 


“Alcoholism is the great misfortune of 
the present day, and if the evil is not 


remarkably good, and it is thought an

side of the question is that the increase 
of drunkeriness is bringing increased 
insanity in its train.

» A strong effort is going to be made to 
induce the people to resume the con- 
sumption of claret and other light 
wines, the quantity produced now be- 
ing about as great as is was before the 
vineyards were destroyed by the phyl- 
‘loxera. The use of light wines as a 
beverage destroys the desire for alco- 
holic drinks. As a further means of 
suppressing the evil, it has been sug- 
gested that the question be taken up 
in the public schools in France, and 
that lessons on the disastrous effects 
of alcoholism be impressed on the 
minds of the scholars. The report 
closes, saying: “So long as wine was 
the cheapest drink to be had in France, 
it was a national and universal drink, 
and the people were a sober people; but 
when the bouilleurs de cru produced a 
pernicious brandy at a greatly-reduced 
price, in unlimited, quantities, the char- 
acter of the nation for sobriety was 
changed and drunkenness became the 
prevailing habit among the lower and 
middle classes.“

The Orange Crop. 


- CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—A local paper 


prints the following: 

“From 6,000,000 to 100,000 boxes is a 
big reduction. Yet that represents the 
gap made by last winter’s frosts. be- 
tween the output of the Florida orang: 
crop two years ago and the one that 
will be harvested the present season, as 
estimated by F. A. Bailey of this city, 
v has grown oranges in Florida for 
twenty years. While the falling off in 
the crops is enormous,’ said Mr. Bai- 
ley, ‘it will not affect the price to the 
consumer. Last winter two freezes de- 
scended upon Florida. Men who had 
made fortunes in orange-growing, were 
utterly cut off from making any reve- 
nue from oranges for from five to seven 
years. However, many of them went to 
Jamaica, where the orange crop is 
enormous, and bought everything in 
sight. Expert gatherers and packers 
were sent into the island and some to 
Mexico, where orange crops were 
bought cheaply. The result is that the 
deficit In the Florida orange crop will 
hardly be felt by consumers. The Ja- 
maica and Mexican oranges are coming 
into the markets by the thousands, and 
boxes labeled “choice Florida oranges” 
are seen every day. The payment of 
duty on this fruit will be offset by 
great cheapness in harvesting.’ ”’

ORANGE CROP SAFE. 
Although last night was very threat- 
ening and the ooldest of the present 
winter, the mercury registered four de- 
grees above the danger mark, and the 
orange crop is still safe, for in the 
orange district it is several degrees 
warmer than in the city. The lowest 
point reached during the night, accord- 
ing to the signal-service thermometer, 
was just a shade below 30 deg. Fahr., 
so Dr. Johnson reports, and that is 
eafily four degrees above the point that 
necessitates bon-fires along the north 
side of the orchards. ; 
Saturday and yesterday both had a 
good deal of “tingle” In the air, and 
Saturday evening was so cool that peo- 
ple hunted up furs and winter clothing, 
and put an extra stick of wood on the 
fire. Third street presented the ap- 
pearance of a promenade in cities 
where they hang the Thanksgiving tur- 
key out and let it freeze to make it 
“tender,” but a look at the mercury 
was reassuring. The lowest record for 
the night was 39 deg., but the breeze 
from the snow drifts which are scat- 
tered from “Old Baldy’ to Greyback, 
put more life and vim into the air than. 
anything experienced yet this season. 
Last night was considerably colder, 
however, and the air was as still and 
breathless as a summer evening, all of 
which caused more apprehension of the 
damage which Jack Frost might do 
when he came stealing down from the 
mountains during the night. The re- 
sult shows, however, that, although 
there was quite a bit of ice in this city, 
there was no real damage. . 
In Redlands the mercury did not get 
below 37% deg., and at Highland, under 
the shadow of the mountains, 40 deg. 
was istered. So long as the mer- 
cury goes no lower, orchardists are well 
pleased, and in two weeks they will be- 
gin to market the largest crop of the 
best fruit ever grown in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 
XN UNEXPECTED DEATH. 
Mrs. Mary Emma Norwood, daughter 
of Joseph Craig, died at the residence 
of the latter yesterday afternoon, after 


Physicians were first called in Thurs- 
day, but the malady completely baf- 
fled them and they were unable to 
learn the nature or to stay the progress 
of the disease. 

Mrs. Norwood. had lived in San Ber- 
nardino twenty-two years. She was a 
native of Pittsburgh, Pa., where she 
was born October 22, 1856.
